IH E ſtrongeſt and moſt ſtriking Figures 

| of Speech are to be met with in the Holy 
1 Scriptures. The Parables with which, 
both the Old, and New Teſtament, abound, are 
a Proof of this; as their whole Compoſition is a 
continued Metaphor : In which the Words are 
not to be literally, and exactly taken, and yet 
they contain under them the ſtricteſt Truth, and 
convey to us the moſt inſtructive Moral. 

This Method (fo uſual among the Eaſtern Na- 
tions) of conveying Inſtruction by way of Para- 
ble has its peculiar Grace and Force, 

As it lays before us at firſt Appearance the 
Caſe of other Perſons, it leaves us at liberty to 
judge uprightly and impartially of it ; and when 
we come to apply it to ourſelves, we cannot but 
approve of, or condemn in our ſelves, what we have 
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120 
already determined to be blameable or praiſe- 
worthy in the Conduct of other Men. 

The Truth of this Doctrine might be exem- 
plified by quoting many Parables from the Old 
Teſtament :—But there is little need to go ſo far 
back for Illuſtration, when the Writings of the 
New Teſtament will afford ample Satisfaction in 
this Reſpe& ; the general Mode of our Saviour's 
Inſtruction ſeems to be taken from the moſt ad- 
mired Plans of antient Wiſdom ; hence we find 
the moſt uſeful Truths conveyed to us in Para- 
bles: The Morals of which, if duly attended to, 
will teach us our Duty in the plaineſt and moſt 
perfect Manner. Thus in that Paſſage of the 
Goſpel, from whence my Text is taken, which is 
a figurative Deſcription of the laſt Judgment, and 
contains much of the Nature of the Parable in it 
Our Saviour is introduced, as fitting on the 
Throne of Judgment, and faying to the righ- 
teous I was a Stranger, and ye took me in; I 
was fich, and ye viſited me. Now this muſt be 
underſtood of Chrift, whilſt in his mortal State on 
Earth, and yet the Reverſe of this Treatment was 
fecal and fulfilled in the Life and Sufferings of 
our Redeemer. It was propheſied, that —— 
his Abode on Earth, He ſhould be deſpiſed and re- 

jected of Men, -—thatin by Diſtreſs they ſhould hide 
their Faces from him ; and this Prophecy was re- 
e fulfilled in the Accounts the ſacred Hi- 


ſtorians 


E 


ſtorians give us, — that whilſt on Earth, He bad s nor 
where to lay his Head *. 

The Parable goes on, and the Righteous are re- 
preſented replying to their Judge with great Mo- 
deſty and Truth, Lord! when ſaw we thee in all 
the Cornea: of Diſtreſs, that thou haſt de- 
ſcribed, and viſited and relieved thee ! Our Sa- 
viour then anſwers them in thoſe comfortable and 
ever memorable Words, —Yerily I ſay unto you, 
inaſmuch as ye have done it unto the leaſt of theſe 
my Brethren, ye have done it unto me. Come then, 
ye bleſſed of my Father, ye who have taken in the 
Stranger, who have viſited the Sick, Receive your 
Reward, inherit the Kingdom prepared for Hou, 
from the Foundation of the World. 

I think, I may venture to ſay, that no Com- 
mand to Charity, however ſtrict and plain, could 
have affected our Minds in a ſtronger Manner, 
than that which is contained in theſe Words. T * 
whole Paſſage indeed is the nobleſt Exhortation to 
the nobleſt of Virtues. It contains in it every In- 
ducement to Charity, that the Fear of God, or the 
Love of God can inſpire, and it is the ſtrongeſt 
Application to thoſe moſt animating Paſſions, our 
Fear, our Hope,, and our Love. The Motives to 
Charity which may be drawn from natural Bene- 
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5 * This, I fay, holds true, concerning his Situation, and Circum- 
ſtances in general, and in the main; tho” it muſt not be forgotten, that 
he had Friends, as well as Foes; F riends who were proud to receive him, 


glad to miniſter to him of their Subſtance, and to ſhew him all the good 
Offices which lay in their Power, 
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volence, and the real ſubſtantial Pleaſure which a 
enerous Mind muſt feel from having relieved a a 
miſerable Object, are ſtrong and engaging, —But I 
will not dwell on theſe, as they are leſs cogent than 
thoſe Arguments, which will be produced to you 
from Scripture. Chriſtian Arguments are indeed 
the fitteſt for a Chriſtian Audience, and the Paſ- 
ſage of the Goſpel, which has been now laid be- 
fore you, is ſtronger to the purpoſe than Volumes 
of moral Diſcourſes, and contains more 1n it than 
can be produced from the whole Law, the great 
Book, of Nature. 

Give me leave, therefore, to lay before you ſuch 
Obſervations and Reflections as naturally ariſe 
from this Paſſage of the Goſpel ; ſuch as, I hope, 
will appear pertinent to the preſent Solemnity: As 
they will point out to you your Duty in the clear- 
eſt manner; and as they will with the greateſt Pro- 
priety recommend to your compaſhonate Regard, 
that particular Branch of Charity, which we are 
no met together to encourage and promote. 

From this Paſſage in Scripture many and im- 
portant Confiderations will ariſe : Important in- 
deed they muſt be, if the Loſs or the Salvation of 
our Souls be of any Importance to us. 

The firſt Obſervation to be made is this, that at 
the laſt Day, when our certain and everlaſting 
Doom is to be fixed, the great Enquiry to be made 


will be, as to our Behaviour to the Poor—whe- 
ther 


E 
ther we have clothed and fed, whether we have 
viſited and relieved them, according as our Cir- 
cumſtances allowed, and their various Exigen- 
cies required. This is evident from the expreſs 
Words of Chriſt our Judge, on whoſe Sentence 
our everlaſting Happineſs or Miſery depends,— 
—And what Weight ought this Reflection to have 
upon our Minds] Who can think of that Day in 
which all our Thoughts, Words and Actions will 
be revealed and examined before an all-wiſe and 
all-mighty Judge, without Terror and Amaze- 
ment ? Well may the Prophet ſay, who can abide 
it? Not even the moſt righteous (for none are 
ſtrictly ſo) but he merciful only ſhall obtain Mercy, 
and it is Charity alone, that will then cover the Mul- 
ritude of our Sins. All our Hopes at that dread- 
ful Hour of Judgment muſt be founded upon 
Mercy; and our Saviour has expreſſly told us in 
this Place of Scripture, that Mercy will be diſpen- 
ſed to us, in proportion to the Mercy and Com- 
paſſion we have ſhewn to our Fellow-Creatures.. 
The Acts of Goodneſs and Charity, of Relief and 
Comfort which we have extended to the Poor and 
Needy, to the Sick and the Afflicted, ſhall be ac- 
cepted and rewarded as done unto himſelf. 
Surely, no ſtronger Argument can be given for 
the Practice of Charity, than has been drawn from: 
this Place of Scripture, viz, that our eternal State 


of Happineſs or Miſery depends upon it. 
I would: 
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I would not be underſtood, as if I meant to 
ſay, that Charity alone would atone for every, or 
for any Vice. Fraud and Oppreſſion, Intempe- 
rance and Impiety, and every other Tranſgreſſion 
of the Divine Law will ſubject us to the Divine 


Vengeance. I ſhall only obſerve, that from 
the Place of Scripture, which has been recited, 
thus much certainly appears, that all our other 
Virtues without Charity will profit us nothing ; 
that the Exerciſe of it will be the great Matter of 
Enquiry at the Day of Judgment ; which ſurely 
is ſufficient to recommend it to every one who be- 
lieves in Chriſt, and has Hopes through him of 
everlaſting Happineſs. 

Another great Inducement to Charity towards 
the Poor, which ariſes from our Lord's Words in 
this place, is, that he has vouchſafed to call them 
Brethren : Who then ſhall deſpiſe or neglect them? 
His Love and Regard for the Poor not only ap- 
pears from his Doctrine and Commands, but from 
his whole Life and Example. One great Intent 
indeed of his appearing upon Earth ſeems to have 

been to take off that falſe Gloſs, that dazzling 
Splendor, which generally attends in this World 
on Riches and Grandeur. He who could have 
come down with irreſiſtible Power, and have com- 
manded inexhauſtible Wealth, choſe to have Pa- 
rents, though of noble Extraction, yet obſcure, 
and in low Circumſtances, to live and converſe 
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with the Poor, to feed, and relieve them (when 
he could do it no other Way) by exerting his Di- 
vine Power, and working a Miracle to ſupply their 
Wants. Out of theſe he choſe his Friends, his 
Companions, and his Fellow-Labourers, and ſome - 
of them in a natural, as well as a ſpiritual, Senſe 
might be called his Brethren. —Let thoſe then be 
dear to us, who ſtand in ſo near a Relation to our 
Lord. — He that ſeeth a Brother of Chriſt in need, 
and ſbutteth up his Bowels of Compaſſion from him, 
| how drwelleth the Love of Chriſt in him? 

In ſhort, if we have any Reverence for our 
Lord, any Love and Gratitude to our Redeemer : 
—Let us ſhew it forth in ſuch Acts of Charity to- 
wards our ſuffering Fellow-Creatures, as Chriſt has 
promiſed that he will at the laſt Day accept and 
reward as done unto himſelf. 

Another Obſervation to be made from this Paf- 
ſage of Scripture, and which will be properly re- 
commended to your Thoughts upon the preſent 
Occaſion, is Compaſſion and Mercy to the Sick. 

I was a Stranger, and ye took me in; I was fich, 
and ye viſited me, repreſents to us, the two moſt 
terrible Evils in Life, Poverty and Sickneſs, and 
the ſtrongeſt Exhortations to compaſſionate, and 
relieve them, by laying up for ourſelves by theſe 
means Treaſures of Mercy againſt the Day of 
Wrath; and the Revelation of the righteous Fudg- 
ment of God, —lIt needs not Art or * 
et 
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| ſet forth the Miſery and Diſtreſs of the unhappy 


gufferers, under the Preſſure of theſe Calamities. 
Plain Narrative will be the eaſieſt and the moſt 


effectual Method of painting this diſmal Scene. 


Repreſent then to your Minds the Caſe of a poor 
Man— the Father of a numerous Family, who all 
of them depend on his Labour for their daily 
Bread. Imagine ſuch a one by Sickneſs render'd 
incapable of Labour His Children ſtand round him 
— unable to aſſiſt in, or to ſupport themſelves. 

The Indigence of his Condition cuts him off 
from all the Helps of Art and Phyſick, Pain and 
Want are the only Attendants upon his Sick-Bed: 
His only Proſpect is lingering Sickneſs and un- 
avoidable Death. And this muſt be his certain 
Portion, unleſs there were Hoſpitals open, and 
ready to receive him: Where Attention and Diet, 
Care and Skill, every Comfort, and every Conve- 
nience ſhall be as freely and as fully beſtowed on 
him by the Hand of Charity, as it can be obtain- 
ed or purchaſed for themſelves by all the Wealth 
of the Opulent and Rich. —There {hall his Wounds 
be cloſed or the broken Limbs be bound up by the 
moſt ſkiltu] Hands—There will every Diſeaſe have 
it's proper Remedy from the charitable Knowlege 
of the ableſt and moſtexperienced Phyſicians. And 
thus a poor Wretch who muſt otherwiſe have in- 
evitably periſhed, will be reſtored to Health and 
Strength: and he, who came into the Hoſpital a 

I miſerable, 


- 


( 


miſerable, deſtitute, and dying Creature, will go 


out of it, made whole, capable of living comforta- 


bly himſelf, of ſupporting his Family, and there- 
by ſerving the Public. Are not theſe Points wor- 
thy your Charity? Do they not demand your freeſt 
Benevolence: | 

The Motives that have been urged for the Re- 
lief of Poverty and Sickneſs in general, will plead 
ſtrongly in the Behalf of that truly charitable In- 
ſtitution, the Hoſpital for the Small-Pox and In- 
oculation, which the Duty of my Office now calls 
upon me to recommend to your compaſſionate Re- 
gard. The particular Arguments for our Cha- 
rity on this Occaſion will ariſe from conſidering 
the Peculiarities of this ſad, and moſt miſerable 
Diſeaſe, from it's Univerſality, it's Contagion, and 
it's Fatality. 

In the firſt place, it may be ſaid to be univer- 
ſal; for the Exceptions of thoſe, who have eſeaped 
it, tho' they have been within the Reach of Infec- 
tion, are ſo very rare and uncommon, that it may be 
affirmed, that all Mankind in general are ſubject 
and expoſed to it“. There is reaſon to think, that 
it is engendered and born in us; for, however in- 
explicable it may be, it 1s certainly true, that there 
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*] will not enter into the Queſtion, concerning the Antiquity of this 
Diſtemper ; but leaving it to Phyſicians, and Philologers, ſhall only ob- 
ſerve that the Small- Pox has in a manner overſpread the Face of the Earth: 
And may be compared to the Conſtellation which never ſets, but always 
moves above our Horizon. | Þ 

Arctos Oceani metuentes æquore tingi, 
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is a Fomes in our Blood, ſome hidden malignant 
Matter in our Frame ind Compoſition ; which, 
when it comes within the Contact of the ſmalleſt and 
even imperceptible Effluvia of this morbific Mat- 
ter, burſts into a Flame, diffuſes itſelf through the 
whole Body, and _ at once the whole ani- 
mal Oeconomy. 

Behold the Man this Day in perfect Vigour, 
Health, and Beauty | Behold the fame Man in a 
few Days with his whole Maſs of Blood corrupt- 
ed ; a natural Repreſentation of the moral State 
of Feruſalem, as deſcribed by the Prophet T/aiah, 
From the Sole of the Foot to the Crown of the 
Head, there is no ſound Part in him; nothing but 
Rottenneſs and Wounds, and putrifying Sores. 

This is what all of us, High and Low, Young 
and Old, are once in our Lives ſubject to. Bleſſed 
be God, that this Malady can ſeize us but once; 
but let this be aſcribed only to the Mercy of God 
for I will venture to ſay, that it is not in the Art 
of Phyſick to account for it. 

3 peculiar Misfortune attending this Di- 
ſtemper is the extreme Contag ion of it. Such as 
to ſpare none, but thoſe whom it hath already at- 
tacked: All others, however near or dear to us, 
are prevented from giving us any Comfort or Aſ- 
ſiſtance. The Diſtreſs and Anguiſh is like that of 
David, when he ſays, My Lovers and my Kinſmen 
2 85 afar of, „ and thoſe of my Acquaintance were 
afraid 
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afraid of me, and conveyed themſelves from ine. 


How often does it happen, that the afflicted Pa- 


rent is forced to fly from the dying Child, unable 
and afraid to beſtow even a laſt and parting Look? 
For every tender Sentiment muſt give place to the 
firſt Law of Self-Preſervation ;' and this is no 
more than neceſſary, if we conſider in the next 
place the peculiar Fatality of this Diſeaſe, 

The Havock and Devaſtation it has made a- 
mongſt Mankind—in this reſpect, I ſuppoſe no 
Diſeaſe can be compared with it, unleſs it be that, 
which is ſpecifically called the Plague. But if we 
conſider the long Intermiſſion of that fatal Mala- 
dy, from which it hath pleaſed God in his infi- 
nite Mercy now to have ſpared this Country for 
near a whole Century : On the other hand, when 
we conſider the Continuance, and even the Per- 
petuity of the Small-Pox in this City, the Num- 
bers deſtroyed by it will be found at leaſt equal to 


thoſe who have periſhed even by the moſt raging - 


Peſtilence. 

The one Diſtemper, though it moves with the 
Rapidity of a Comet ; yet it returns like that, at 
far diſtant Periods ; the other may be compared 
to a fixed malignant Star, which always hangs 
over our Heads, and perpetually pours down it's 
baneful Influence upon us. This 1s ſo true, that 
upon an exact Calculation it appears, that this 
Diſtemper alone has for every paſt Century ſwept 

C 2 away 
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away from this Nation near half a Million of Peo- 
ple F. 

Can nothing then be found out to reſcue Man- 
kind from this dreadful Deſtroyer? Can no Means 
be thought of to withſtand it's Fury, or at leaſt 
to abate it's Violence? Yes, bleſſed be God; the 
Author of every good Work and Thought, there 
has been a Diſcovery lately made, by which the 
Virulence and Violence of this Diſtemper has been 
_ vaſtly diminiſhed, and that is, the Practice of In- 
oculation ; by which this great Benefit and Ad- 
vantage * been obtained, that whereas Men 
before were liable to be ed with this Diſtem- 
per without Warning or Notice, at a Time when 
they were the leaſt prepared for it at an Age 
when they were leaſt able to ſtruggle with it. — 
Whereas the Infection might be received, when it 
was of the moſt malignant Sort, and taken in at 
the Lungs—a Part where the Diforder i is always 
dangerous, — and we were always moſt liable to 
take it, when the Blood was overheated, and con- 
ſequently in the moſt unfit State to receive it. 
Whoever in theſe or any of theſe Circumſtances 
took the Diſtemper, was hardly ever known to 
{ſurvive it. | On 

+ Theſe Calculations have been ſettled with the greateſt Accuracy by 
a Good, and a Learned Prelate, the Great Patron of this and every other 
charitable Undertaking. I ſhould be unjuſt to my Subject, if I did not 
recommend his excellent Diſcourſe upon it—as a Pattern of Piety and 


Eloquence, which can only be equalled by the Benevolence of his Heart. 


— Vide Biſhop of WoORCESTER's Sermon before the Governors of the Small- 
Pox Hoſpiti!, 
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On the other hand let it be conſidered, that by 
the Practice of Inoculation every Help a Pre- 
caution is wiſely taken. The propereſt Time of 
Life is fixed on. The leaſt malignant Infection is 
procured; and the Body by a moderate Diet and 
a due Preparation is ſo enabled to reſiſt the Di- 
ſemper, that there is many times no Appearance 
of Danger, and ſometimes no Occaſion for Con- 
finement. Whoever can ſay that theſe are no Ad- 
vantages, may as well aſſert that Chance is better 
than Counſel, and that the only Way to guard 
againſt the Accidents of Lite is never to think of, 
or to provide for them, 

But there is another Argument in favour ofthis 
Practice of Inoculation, which one would think 
could not fail of convincing Mankind of it's Be- 
nefit and Advantage, and that is Experience. 

To that irrefragable Argument we may ſtro 
ly appeal: Calculations have been honeſtly nd 
fairly made, and that from a Public Hoſpital, 
where there is no room for falſe Report or Con- 
cealment, and from them it appears, that inſtead: 
of One in Seven, which was the Number loſt by 
this Diſtemper in the Natural Way, there has died 
in the new Method One in Two Hundred and Fif- 


ty +. 


How 


+ From the Inſtitution of this Hoſpital it appears, that 1252 Perſons 
have been inoculated, whereof Five only have died. That in the laſt 
Year 713 have been taken into this Hoſpital in the Natural Way, out of: 
whom 780 died, which | is more than One in Fos 
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How vaſt a Difference! How great a Preſerva- 
tion of Life! Conſequently how beneficial a Blei- 
ſing to this Nation. 

Againſt theſe ſtrong Arguments both from 
5 and Experience there are no Objections to 
be made, but ſuch as are founded either on F olly, 
Superſtition, or groundleſs Fear: And from ei- 
ther of theſe Sources, weak as they are in Ap- 
pearance, will ſometimes proceed an Obſtinacy, 
which is not eaſily ſubdued. I am afraid it will 
be generally Foes among the greater Part of Man- 
kind, that Folly is an Over-match for Reaſon; it 
can end all it's Force; - and as it is incapa- 
ble and inſenſible of it's Powers, it would be vain 
and uſeleſs to employ them againſt it. 

But Superſtition, though founded in Folly and 
Tgnorance, as it has ſome ſort of Religion mixed 
with it, may require and deſerve ſome ſatisfactory 
ns Should a Man be never ſo much con- 
vinced of the Utility of this Practice, yet he is not 
to comply with it, ſo long as he apprehends it 
would be an Offence againſt God. But ſurely this 
Notion (as every other Degree of Superſtition) is 
founded only in a Miſapprehenſion of the Deity. 
It is certainly true, that God will judge of us 
by our Intentions. Let us then ſuppoſe, that a 

Parent with the beſt Intentions, and the moſt ten- 
der Affections towards a Child, ſhould perform 
this Practice on him. Let us ſuppoſe the worſt 

9 that 
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that could. happen, that the Child ſhould die 
under it. It may perhaps add to the Parents 
Miſery and Affliction: But to ſuppoſe that God 
_ Almighty would be angry with him for it, is to 
ſuppoſe of the Divine Being, what would * Blaſ- 
phemy to mention. 

But ſtill perhaps it may be ſaid, that there 1s 
Danger in it; and that ſome Peri have died 
by it: And what is then Human Life, that 
has not Danger in it] Our Food, our Phyſick, 
the very Air we breathe may be fatal to us. All 
the Means we employ for preſerving Life may be 
the Deſtruction of it. The right Inference from 
this ſhould be, to truſt in God as abſolutely, as 
if all our Endeavours were nothing ; but at the 
ſame time, to uſe all our Endeavours as much, as 
if we had nothing elſe to rely upon. For, in the 
ordinary Courſe of Things, Providence will not 
help thoſe who will not help themſelves. As to 
the Hazard; if we engage in nothing, but what 
is abſolutely free from Danger, we muſt be very 
unactive Beings indeed. There are many Con- 
ditions in Life, in which Men, if they would do- 
their Duty as they ought, muſt voluntarily expoſe 
themſelves to the moſt imminent Danger. But 
furely no one ever thought it contrary to right 
Reaſon and Prudence to incur a 4% Danger, in 
order to avoid a greater. In ſhort, all the Appre- 
henſions of Danger from this Practice are founded 

in 
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in a fond Timidity. They are nothing more, 
than the Suggeſtions of a weak and impotent Mind 
againſt a manly and a rational Reſolution. 

If any other Argument were neceſlary to re- 
commend this Charity, it might be taken from 
the Authority of thoſe great Names, which appear 
on the Liſt as Stewards and Governors of it. But 


as many of them are now preſent, I ſhall only ſay, 


that this is but one Inſtance of the generous, no- 
ble and diſintereſted Spirit, with which they have 
always ſerved the Public. 

What has been ſaid, may, I hope, be ſufficient 
to recommend this Practice, and to anſwer every 
Objection to it. It now only remains to ſay a few 


Words to excite and beſeech your Contributions 


towards it. Great and generous as they have al- 
ready been (for which may the Prayers and Bleſ- 
{ings of the Multitudes relieved by them enter the 


| Ears of the Lord of Hoſts, and call down his 
- merciful Protection upon you) yet with Sorrow I 


mult ſay it, they have not yet been ſufficient to 
anſwer all the Purpoſes of this Charity. For want 
of Room and proper Accommodation many a 
poor Creature who labours under this Diſtemper, 
and deſires to be admitted into this Hoſpital (and 
none but the Poor and Helpleſs do ever deſire it) 
muſt at preſent be refuſed Admittance. And 
what muſt be the Caſe of a poor Man under this 
Diſtemper, to whom the Doors of this Hoſpital 

muſt 
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muſt neceſſarily be ſhut! I will give no Offence 


by drawing into your View ſuch a ſhocking, un- 
comfortable Scene. I will forbear any Deſcrip- 


tion of thoſe loathſome Objects of Miſery, the 


very Relation of whoſe Sufferings would be as 
diſagreeable to the Ear, as the Sight of ſuch Spec- 
tacles is offenſive to the Eye, 

But let not this Forbearance prove any Detri- 
ment to thoſe miſerable Creatures, nor divert the 
intended Bounty of any generous Benefactor from 
being applied to their Relief; who, I truſt, will 
conſider them as ſo much the more diſtreſſed, by 
how much the more loathſome they are; and re- 
flect with himſelf how dreadful it muſt be to feel 
the Anguiſh of thoſe Sores, which it is a Pain to 
others even to ſee or hear of. He that can only think 
of this deplorable Caſe, without feeling for it, muſt 
want every Degree of Mercy and Compaſſion. 

If any Thing can be more noble and praiſe-worthy 


than to relieve this Calamity, when it happens; it is, 


as far as poſſible, to prevent it: which leads me toex- 
hort you to contribute towards the Support of the 
other Branch of this Charity, that of Inoculation. 


As to thoſe who have ſucceſsfully practiſed it 
on their Children, (among whom with ever grate- 
ful Heart I acknowledge myſelf to be one) Let 


them think of the Joy they have known; a Joy 
which none but a Parent's Heart can feel: Let 
them reflect on the merciful Bleſſing they have re- 
ceived, and let them fay to their Hearts, as holy 


33 David 
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David does, What Reward ſhall we give unto the 
Lord, for this Benefit which he hath done unto us ? 
The only Return that he expects, or that we can 
make, is to extend this Bleſſing, as far as it is in 
our Power, to our Fellow-Creatures ; that the Be- 
nefit of it may be common, as it is great; which 
is not to be done, but by a large and ample Con- 
tribution. 1 : 

As to thoſe who till feel in their Breaſts the 
Struggles betwixt Fear and Love; but who are ſo 
convinced of the Utility ef this Practice, as to re- 
ſolve to venture on it all that is moſt dear and 
tender to them, perhaps even their own Lives ; 
let them lift up their Hearts to him, on whom 
alone, the Iſſues of Life and Death belong: Let 
them implore his Help and Aſſiſtance, which he 
has promiſed, and they are to expect, in propor- 
tion to the Mercy they have ſhewed to others. 
Laſh, in general, and to all Men I appeal 
If Charity and Beneficence be that Virtue, which 
is moſt ftrongly recommended to us in the Goſ- 
pel; If the moſt precious Promiſes, and. the 
greateſt Rewards are offered to it; If it moſt 
highly exalts our Nature; If it makes us approach 
the neareſt to the Likeneſs of our God and Father; 
It there be any Virtue, and if there be any Praiſe, 
J have done my Duty in exhorting you, and you 
will do your Duty in following my Exhortations, 
to think on, and practiſe theſe Things.

Great Metropolis, there not being any Hose1TaAL of this 

Kind in Europe. 

Trae Relief of the Neceſſitous under that ſevere, nauſeous, 
and frequent Diſtemper, The S MALL-PO K, is a Work 
of Charity ſo evidently attended with many beneficial Circum- 
ſtances, as well to the Public as to the unhappy Objects, that 
it is in reality not a little ſtrange, that the eſtabliſhing a Fund 
for ſuch a Charity ſhould be a Deſign of no longer ſtanding. 

IT is univerſally agreed, that amongſt all Diſtempers, to 
which Providence has made the Human Body liable, there 
is none ſo afflifting, ſo alarming, or which demands ſuch 
careful, ſpeedy, and continual Aſſiſtance, as the SM A LL- 
POR; to which the inferior Sort of People are at leaſt 
equally liable with thoſe in a higher Sphere of Life, though 
utterly unable to ſupport themſelves under ſo dreadful a Ma- 
lady, or to procure the neceſſary Means for their Recovery. 

Ag this Diſeaſe is ſo frightful, even in its firſt Appearance, 
and at the ſame time contagious, and almoſt incvitable, Fami- 
lies of all Degrees arethrown into the utmoſt Confuſion, when 
it invades any Perſon amongſt them, let his or her Station be 
what it will, To keep aServant in {uch a Condition is, ge- 
nerally ſpeaking, exceedingly inconvenient : To thruſt them 


out of Doors under ſuch Circumſtances, always inhuman,

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commonly fatal. How agreeable, therefore, muſt the Infor- 
mation prove to all conſiderate and charitable Perſons, that 
for removing of theſe Difficulties, for ſecuring private Fa- 
milies, and for the Preſervation of the wretched Individuals 
labouring under this Diſeaſe, there is already eſtabliſhed, 


An HOSPITAL for the SuALL-Pox, 


\ where Perſons of both Sexes, and of all Ages, may be care- 
fully provided for, both as to Phyſic and Diet, and pro- 
perly attended in that calamitous Condition; and this at a 
very caſy Expence to the Governors, who by their charitable 
Contributions ſupport the Fund for ſo glorious, and ſo com- 
paſſionate an Undertaking, which, only to mention, is to 
recommend. A needleſs Pomp of Words would rather 
obſcure, than illuſtrate this Deſign ; the Utility and Huma- 
nity of which, all, who have the ſmalleſt Attention or 
Tenderneſs, cannot fail to comprehend. . | 

As what has been faid ſufficiently ſhews, how well-adapt- 
ed a Charity this is, in reſpect to ſuch as are afflicted with this 
Diſeaſe in the Natural Way; ſo the other Part of the Scheme, 
which has a Tendency to preſerve our Species from the Ra- 
vages of this infectious Malady, by rendering it leſs malignant 
and leſs deſtructive, in the Way of InocuLaT1on, deſerves. 
likewiſe public Approbation and effectual Encouragement. 

TAE Objections that have been made againſt this Prac- 
tice, are founded rather in an Averſion to Novelty, however 
| uſeful, than in an Adherence to Reaſon and Experience. The 
ſtrange Imputation that a well-eſtabliſhed Method of pre- 
ferving many Lives, is an Attempt upon the Prerogative of 
the Almighty, will make no Impreſſion upon any, who con- 
fider that the ſame Thing may be urged againſt exhibiting 
Medicines at all, either ſanative or preventive, and the ex- 
traordinary Methods that are often neceſſary to be made 
uſe of, to ſtop the Progreſs of any particular Diſeaſe. 

Tux Benefits of IxocuLATIoN appear every Year, by 
freſh Trials, greater and more certain. This dreadful, this de- 
ſtructive Diſtemper is thereby rendered mild and manageable, 
and becomes rather a Purgation of the Body from the latent 

Seeds of an expected Diſeaſe, than creating a Diſeaſe itſelf. 
It delivers People from thoſe Apprehenſions, with —_— 
| L till. 
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till they have had the SMAL L-POXR, they are always 
haunted. It frees them from the Objections, that are con- 
tinually made to their being received into any Family, while 
they remain expoſed to that Diſeaſe in the Natural Way. It 
gives them Courage to enter into the Service of their Country, 
either by Land or Sea ; and protects them, while in that Ser- 
vice, from the Riſque of being carried off, for Want of thoſe 
Accommodations, which Camps and Ships rarely ſupply. 

To all theſe, if we add the general and great Conſidera- 
tion of preſerving ſo many Lives, which may evidently ariſe 
from theſe different Ways of having the Diſeaſe, (for upon 
a general Calculation, 25 or 30 die out of 150 Patients, 
having the Diſtemper in the Natural Way, and one only 
out of this Number, when In ocuLATED,) it will appear, 
that this is a Thing of very high Importance ; and that 
it is not eaſy to name an Undertaking more laudable in it-
